REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, either taken alone or in combination, does not teach or 
fairly suggest the claimed invention. For example, the prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest a counter-holder with an ejector sleeve mounted thereon as claimed, 
particularly in combination with a cutting tool as claimed, a slide carrying the cutting tool 
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and an ejector as claimed, wherein the ejector sleeve can be coupled with the slide 
such that movement of the slide moves the ejector sleeve to eject the cut tubular 
sleeves from the counter-holder. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
